5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kuan (Pat # 
6,083,059). 

As to claim 1, Kuan discloses in figure 2 a terminal structure having a body (3 l),a spring 
contact arm (25) and a soldering portion (23) and hollow holes (22) are on the body and a 
plurality of conducting paths formed by the hollow holes. 

As to claim 2, Kuan also shows a hanging arm (24) in "S" shape with elasticity is 
stretched between the body (21) and the spring contact arm (25). 
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As to claim 3, the soldering portion is stretched downward from the other end of the body 
(21) not the end with the hanging arm for electrical connecting to Printed circuit board. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Huang (Pat # 6,293,834) disclose electrical contact having spring arms with displaces 
orthogonal to each other. 

Hsiung et al (Pat # 6,086,401) disclose terminal having low insertion force. 
Lapes (Pat # 4,043,63 1) discloses electrical terminal structure for connector.
